5. Report: Ad Hoc Scholarship Committee 


Prof. Andy NDutkewych, Chair of tbe Ad Hoc Scholarship 
Committee presented the following Report to Faculty Council; 
" Yhe Committee feels that: 

- The present system for distribution and allocation of 
Luiversity Scholarships (to the highest G.P.A.) is inappropriate 
nor fair to students in the Fine Arts Faculty. A simple argument 
is, that for a student to achieve a pertect grade in a fine arts 
course is highly unlikely if not impossible; whereas the same is 
not true in a science or math course. This is further 
substantiated by statistics (1988-89 hntrance Scholarships) which 
show that out of 104 qualified candidates only three are from 
Fine Arts. 

That the Fine Arts Faculty be identified as unique within 
the University structure in that the G.P.A. does not necessarily 
reflect outstanding creative or artisitec achievements. 


- the University Scholarship Committee be requested to 
allocate a proportionate and fixed amount of scholarship funas 
for the Fine Arts Faculty (Sugpested amount Zoe ot University 
kntrance aod ln course Scholarships). 


- that the Fine Arts kaculty set up a committee to identity 
eligible and outstanding students within the Faculty. Merit 
would be based on aucitions and porttolios along with academic 
achievement." 


Following discussion, Council members requested that the motion 
be returnea to the Committee for turther modifications ano that 
this item be brought back tor further deliberation at the next 
meeting scheduled op May 24th. 


6. Faculty Research Committee 


Assistant Barbara MacKay reported on the use of Faculty 
Research funds during the 1987-8& session. OL the total tunds 
available, $19,000., §7,000. was allocated for taculty travel and 
ylz,400. tor seed grants.
